Power Adaptor 

Attach tne power adaptor to the back of your console iVake 
sure that your console power switch ls oft: then plug the 
aaaptor mto any convenient outle* 


Plug your Joystick Controders Into the controiler jacks at the 
back of your console For most one-piayer games, you will 
use the LEFT CONTROLLER jack See your game mstruction 
booklet for details.

Channel Switch 

Your Video Computer System ls factory set to operate on a 
non-broadcasting VHF station In your area Slide the CHANNEL 
switch on your game console to 3 and select channel 3 on 
your television lf you recefve Interference on this station. slide 
the CHANNEL switch on your console to 2, and select channe 

2 on your television. 

Note In some areas, you will need to tune your teievislon to 
cnannel 3 or 4. instead of channel 2 or 3 Note mat channe^ 

3 on your Viaeo Computer System corresponas to channel 4 
on your television * 

Returnlng to Television Programmlng 

To return to your regular television programming, you must 
reconnect your television antenna to your television Be sure 
to turn your Video Computer System off and to unplug the 
power adaptor.

Difficulty Swltches 

The DIFFICULTY switches are usually used *o make a game 
more challenging for a skilled player, or x> balance the abili- 
ties of two players. In two-player games, the player usng me 
left confrolle' jack uses the left DIFFICULTY swítch. the piayer 
uslng the nght controlíer jack uses the nght DIFFICULTY swítch 

In some games the DIFFICULTY switches nave omer functions,

TV Type Swítch 

Set mis swítch to COLOR if you are playing on a color tele- 
vislon set Set ít tc B/W to o<ay the game in black and white
